Kolb continued: “The official 
returns showed that I carried in 1892, thir- 
ty-seven counties, and Jones carried twen- 
ty-nine. As a matter of fact, Jones car- 
ried only about six, but taking the official 
returns as true, the twenty-nine counties 
carried by Jones had a negro majority of 
23,000. The Kolb counties had 53,000 white ma- 
jority. In eight of the black belt district 
eounties Jones’s majority was 24,800, being 
13,000 more white votes than there were in 
the counties. Comparing. the vote of 1592, 
he said of the fifteen counties carried by 
wewis, republican, Jones got thirteen. Of 
the fifty counties carried by Houston, he 
Of the thirty-seven coun- 
ties which had voted for him, Houston had 
received thirty-five. He figured out that 
about 6,000 votes had been stolen from him 
in the black belt. Kolb said he did not } 
propose to be counted out this time, and 
have it stick. If he was defeated fairly he 
would cheerfully bow to the will of the peo- 
ple, but if not, he would kick like a Texas 
steer. The speaker then rehearsed some old 
alieged election frauds with one new one. 
He said in Wilcox, an old man had helped 
to rob him of votes. The next day the old 
man was taken violently ill and in a short 
while died. They tried to get him to talk, 
but all they could get out of him in his 
sast moments was: “Kolb got it. Let him 
have it.’”’ He said that if Oates was elected 
and a jegislature composed of such men as 
Speaker Pettus, of Dallas, was seated, 
they would pass a law disfranchising half 
of the white men and the negrves would 
never smell a ballot.

TILLMAN 18 GLUM AND IN BAD HUMOR 


Duncan Pounces on Larry Gantt—All the 
Statesmen Mix. Up—Butler Defends 
Senator Gorman. 


Winnsboro, &. C., July 24.—(Special.)}—Ben 
Tillman has arother rebellion on his hands. 
Today, for the first time in his career, one 
of his own lieutenants braved him to his 
face and in effect charged him with break- 
ing faith. For weeks the breach between 
Ellerbe and Tillman has been widening. 
Mr. Ellerbe has played cautiously, and 
looked glum. It was not a new charge 
when he said that Tillman's solicitation 
had drawn him into the race for governor, 
but in his speech today, ignoring Tillman’s 
denials, Ellerbe flaunted it in the latter's 
face and almost taunted him with it. 

So it came to a clash of words. ‘You 
did,” and ‘You didn’t,’’ were uttered by 
angry men who glared at each other and 
leaving the bald inference that a “Lie was 
eut somewhere.” 

Governor Tillman was not in a seraphic 
10rm of mind. The clouds were lowering, 
and so was:he, and when it came his time 
to whoop up the hoys, he indulged in the 
novelty of lecturing the ‘‘small fry” ag all 
but the senatorial candidates are known. 
He laid it.on, too, and they went away 
with great welts across their political as- 
pirations. 

The crowd was small, about 250 whites 
and as mahy negroes, composed the audi- 
ence. The cheering wag for Tillman and 
John Gary Evans. Colonel Duncan, candi- 
date for congress in Shell’s district, paid 
his compliments to Larry Gantt, who is 
fighting him in these words: “How came 
tuat Piedmont Headlight in every house in 
every house in your county? and who paid 
for it until September? How does it hap- 
pen that this Georgia buzzard is vomit- 
ing his slush upon me? What have I done? 
This infernal scoundrel has descended to 
personalities as no gentleman would have 
done what he has done. He has attacked 
me, charging that I part my hair and my 
hameinthe middle.’’ Turning to Stanyarne 
W iison, his competitor, Duncan shook his 
first and said: “‘You, sir, are reaping all 
the benefit from this.’’ 


Adjutant General Farley, who is 
also a candidate in this district, 
was greeted with cries of, ‘“‘Hur- 
rah, for Brer Rabbit!’ Unlike 


vv, wiSon, he said that he had no newspaper 
or.an., fe tuid several funny stories trom 
“Uncle Remus,” and told them well enough 
to. make everybody laugh. He did not want 
any “tickling’’ in this fight, and drew. on 
Uncle Remus’s story of the coon and the 
dog to illustrate it. There had been some 
tickling already. Resolutions had been rail- 
roaded through cluby. Turning to the gov- 
ernor, he souted: ‘‘No mau in South Caro- 
lina has done as much for Governor Till- 
man as I have. He knows it, but I am not 
running for congress to get his vote.’”’ He 
closed with a plea for harmony in state 
poiitics. 
Tcting; His Own Skillet. 

Senator Stanyarne Wilson deciared he was 
toting his own skillet in this campaign. 
Nhat had he to do with The Headlight? 
The attempt was bejng mad: to blind and 
hoodwink te people and Duncan knew it. 
Larry Gantt alone controlled that paper. 
He had urged Gantt not to attack Duncan, 
but now Duncan was fondling this charge 
as a sick kitten would cling to a hot brick. 
Wilson said if he did not get a majority of 
2,000 over the whole field in Spartanburg 
county he would present Farley with a gilt- 
eiged copy of Uncie Remus. He clajmed 
iy be as much of a farmer as Duncan, 
whose farming consisted of drawing $2,100 
a year in Columbia, which he had done for 
twelye years. He charged that Farley had 
made a frantic effort today to catch Till- 
man’s coat tail and had almost given Till- 
man wings to fly with. He denied the ac- 
cusation that Tillman, Evans and himself 
had formed a ring. 

iivans Calls People Liars. 

John Gary Evans was the next speaker. 
He denounced as “an infamous lie’ the 
charge of ‘‘Senex’’ in The Columbia Regis- 
ter, that he had, unauthoria-:d by Tillman, 
attached the governor’s signature to tele- 
grams to Attorney General Buchanan, ad- 
vising him to remain in Darljngton during 
the recent trouble.

Tomorrow morning the court will hear the 
evidence of the government to sustain the 
contempt charges and defiendants will be 
given the opportunity to produce evidence 
in their defense. 

The argument in the case was finished 
shortly before 5 o’clock this afternoon and 
the decision of the court was announced by 
Judge Woods after he had conferred a few 
minutes with his colleague, Judge Gross- 
cup. In substance, Judge Woods said: 

“Th main point alleged is that a con- 
tempt case, like this, is a criminal pro- 
ceeding and the motion is to discharge the 
respondents on the ground that their an- 
swer denying the contempt is conclusiv:. 
It is true that a procedure like this is crim- 
inal, technically, but not essentially. It is 
an incident in the main case in equity un- 
der the bill filed by the government. No 
case has been cited here in which the federal 
court has sustained the proposition put for- 
ward by the attorneys for the respondents. 
If anything should happen to change our 
minds during the further course of the case, 
the defendants will have the tenefit of the 
change. As it is now, we are certain to 
rule that the answer is not complete. As 
the case is to bo further examined, it is 
well that all questions be kept as free as 
pcssible from opinions from the court, and 
we will, thencfore, not give any extended 
opinion.” 

Judge Woods then asked the attorneys in 
the case to state how long it would require 
to hear the evidence on the charge of con- 
tempt. .As he did not wish to remain in 
the city he suggested that the matter be 
referred to a master in chancery to take 
testimony. This suggestion met with favor 
of the counsel for the defense, but the law- 
yers for the government opposed it. 

Mr. Milchrist sajd the evidence for thre 
government could be all presented in a 
day at the most, while Mr. Gregory sug- 
gested that the case be given to a master 
with orders to report in thirty days. The 
court finally decided to go on with the case 
tomorrow morning, with the understanding 
that if it did not make rapid progress, it 
might be sent to a mastor at any time. Dur- 
ing the discussion Edwin Walker, special 
counsel for the government, made the sug- 
gestion that it was within the power of the 
defendants to end the troub‘e by declaring 
the strike off. They are stjll in contempt, 
he said, and the government is in possession 
of information that the injunction is still 
being violated. 

Judge Woods said that if there are furth- 
er violations of the injunction a supple- 
mental information can be filed and the 
guilty parties will find themselves in a much 
alg position than they would otherwise

HILL CASTS “JULIUS CAESAR” ANEW 


To the Maryland Senator He Assigns the 
Role of the Hungry Cassius, Who 
Thinks Too Much and Is Dangerous. 


Washington, July 24.—(Special.)}—The tar- 
iff bill is in a precarious conuition. Senator 
Hill is doing all in his power to defeat it. 
He made another two hours’ speech today 
in reply to Senator Gorman. He pretenied 
to defend the president from the assault vf 
Mr. Gorman, but in his defense there were 
many stabs of his own. Mr. Hill’s op,ecct 
is purely to widen the breach in the party 
and defeat the passage of any tzriff bg). 
He says plainly that he will vote against 
any bill containing the income tag. 

When Mr. Hill was through with his 
threats today, Mr. Caffery, of Louisiana, 
told some of the history of the sugar sc}:«d- 
ule and then, to prevent a further dissoju- 
tion of the party, the leaders adjourned the 
senate and called a democratic caucus, 
which, like most caucuses, failed wt» do 
anything but talk and adjourn to meet 
again tomorrow. 

Senator Hill refused to go into the cau- 
cus, saying plainly that he was fighting the 
bill and that he had no business in there. 
Could the bill ever be sent back to the ccn- 
ference committee it ig probable that an 
agreement could be reached between the 
two houses. The house would probably 
concede coal, iron and sugar to tlhe senate 
and make the balance of the measure the 
Wilson bill. Such would be the vest porci- 
ble to get and certainly far better than 
the present law. 

The difficulty in the way is, in the first 
place, Mr. Mills, who will do everything 
possible to prevent the bill geiting back 
into conference, and Mr. Vilas, who seems 
determined to have the senate vote on the 
motion to recede from the sugar schedule. 
Should such a motion be put there are 
enough democrats who would vote for it, 
with the republicans, to carry it. With that 
carried, enough democrats would vote 
against the bill to defeat it. Up to date 
Mr. Vilas will not consent to stand aside 
and let the bill go back to conference. 
Unless he does and all others kickers ex- 
cept Hill are held off, the bill will be in- 
definitely postponed. The situation is pre= 
carious, but there are many senators who 
believe it will work out all right in the 
end. 

**We are certain to have a tariff bill,”’ said 
Senator Waish tonight. ‘It may be several 
days yet before we get together, but the 
party cannot afford to have congress ad- 
journ without passing a tariff bill and J 
have confidence in the ability of our people 
to get together in a few days.” 

Hanazging Breathless on Its Fate. 

Upon the fate of the tariff bill, which ig 
now in a very precarious condition, de- 
pends the success or failure of the Atlanta 
exposition bill. The tariff pill is «ow occu- 
pying all the attention of the senate. Sen- 
ators Cockrell, Gorman and Brice have 
been so much engrossed in the caucus of 
the tariff bill that for several days they 
have given no attention to the exposition 
bill, which is pending in the committee. 
They, perhaps, will not consider it again 
until the tariff bill goes back to confer- 
ence or is indefinitely postponed. If the 
tariff bill gets into a smooth channel and 
goes back to conference, then the exposi- 
tion appropriation will be gavorably re 
ported. Otherwise it is in serious danger. 
President Collier arrived tonight. He 
will join Captain Howell and Mr. Lowry is 
working for the bill tomorrow. Mr. Lowry 
saw the presidmt this morning. He waa 
introduced by Senator Walsh. He also saw 
several senatars, but found every one so 
ingrossed in the tariff discussion that they 
could discuss nothing else.

HILL HAS THE FLOOR. - 


The Senator from New York Appears 
in a New Role Himself. 
“Washington, July 24.—The most entertan- 
ing and remarkable feature in the great 
national performance on the floor of the 
senate was the part played in it today by 
Senator Hill, of New York, as the defende 
of President Cleveland against the assaults 
of democratic senators, in connection with 
the president’s now famous letter to Mr. 
Wilson, the chairman-of the house con 

ferees on the tariff bill. 
Mr. Hill took the ground that the letter, 
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Mr. Hill was followed by Mr. Caffery, of 
Louisiana, who submitted a motion looking 
to the restoration in the sugar schedule of 
@ bounty for 184. In a short speech, which 
was, however, not concluded, he accused 
the democratic managers of bad faith ‘in 
striking out the sugar bounty and declar@ 
explicitly, for himself and his colleague, 
Mr. Blanchard, that they would not vote 
fer the tariff bill if it put sugar on the 
free list. Bes 
Simply Speaking As to the Sentiments. 


The morning business was of little inter- 


est. At 12:30 o’clock promptly the confer- 
ence disagreement matter came before the 
senate and Mr. Hill took the floor, speak- 
ing very slowly and deliberately in the be- 
ginning. Coming to the question of the 
president’s letter to Mr. Wilson. Mr. Hill 
said that he would not discuss the wisdom 
of propriety of writing it or making it pub- 
lic. The president was the judge of what 
it was his duty to do, and he (Mr. Hill) did 
mot propose to criticise him. In the diz- 
eharge of his high public duty to his party 
and his country the president*had deemed 
it wise to send that letter to the chairman 
of the house committes on ways and means, 
and with the president’s judjgment on that 
point he (Mr. Hill) was content. He was 
here to defend the sentiments expressed in 
that letter. He argued that it violated no 
clause of the constitution and that the 
president had the constitutional and legal 
right to send that letter. It was not an 
official communication, in the proper sense 
of the term. It was intended at first as a 
private communication to a long-time per- 
sonal friend and adherent. 
Gorman and the Free Schedule. 

Coming to the question of the proposed 
duties on coal and iron ore, Mr. Hill said 
pe Mr. Grman now defended those du- 

es. 

“As revenue duties,’’ Mr. Gorman put in. 

“As revenue duties,” Mr. Hill assented. 
“I accept that suggestion. The senator 
from Maryland would have imposed duties 
On coal and iron ore, whether a majority 
of the senate desired it or not.. That sena- 
tor did not set up the childish defense that 
he was ‘buncoed into putting a duty on 
these articles.’ ”’ 

Referring to the president’s tariff reform 
message of 1887, Mr. Hill approved it warm- 
ly, and said that since then tariff reform 
had increased from day to day, democrats 
who had then been unwilling to take steps 
forward had advanced greatly from that 
day to this. That message had placed thé 
president in the advance line, where he de- 
manded radical reductions. of duties or free 
imporation of raw materials. That was the 
platform on which President Cleveland 
Stood in 1887 and he had taken no back 
track since on that particular point. 

Not Responsible for His Cabinet. 

The senator from Maryland had attempt- 
ed yesterday to hold the president respon- 
sible for the unofficial utterances of the 
secretary of the treasury. That was going 
a great way. The president might be: held 
_responsible for the official utterance of his 
secretary of the treasury, but it was a 
new doctrine, indeed, that he should be 
held responsible for every upse dixit of 
every one of his cabinet officers. 

Reverting once more to the president's 
letter to Mr. Wilson, Mr. Hill remarked 
that the president&had written “perhaps 
not wisely, but too candiuly, too honestly, 
too earnestly.”’ That was all the criticism 
which could be properly made of it. 

As to the interviews with the president 
as rehearsed yesterday by senators, Mr. 
Hill remarked that these senators had 
“badgered”’ the president with their ‘‘con- 
cessions,’’ and had striven to get him to 
support them. They had known how weak 
and tame their bill would seem to the 
American people if it did not have the 
Sanction and approval of the democratic 
president. : 

Alluding to the fact that Senator Gorman 
had read yesterday a paragraph of Wash- 
ington’s farewell address, Mr. Hill said that 
the address had been ‘‘quuted in vain, when 
senators, instead of relying on their own 
reserved rights and acting on their own 
judgment, and taking their own steps inde- 
pendent of anybody else, sought the white 
house and asked the interposition of the 
president of their party. (Applause.) It 
came with poor grace from senators who 
asked suggestions, aid and help from the 
president to turn round and have read to 
the senate Washington’s farewell address, 
to show that the president ought not to 
make any suggestions pending legislation, 
in the form and manner that Mr. Cleveland 
had done. 

A Wenderful Spectacle—Hill Defends 
Cleveland. 

Then Mr. Hill alluded to “the wonderful 
and unusual spectacle which senators wit- 
nessed yesterday, when conversations with 
the president were detailed for the avowed 
purpose of. placing that president in a 
false position before the senate and before 
the country.” He was no defender of the 
president ordinarily. He had received no 
favor at the president’s hands. He had his 
grievances. He differed with the president 
on party politics, especially as to matters 
in his own state. But he thought that in 
this particular it was his duty, and that he 
Was broad-minded and liberal enough to 
— ye fsrovemeuedl when he was unjustly

interest Of the sugar planters of Louisiana, 
and said that if that was a proper ground 
for urging the adoption of the sugar sche- 
dule in the senate bill, it woula make the 
people desire more than ever the provisions 
of the house bill placing sugar on the free 
list. He believed that if the duty on sugar 
was defensible at all it should be defended 
on the principle of its being requisite for 
revenue. 

Stay Away from the White House. 

Coming back again to the interviews of 
senators with the president, Mr. Hill told 
them that it was not right for them to be 
running to the white house seeking instruc- 
tions, and he added amid much laughter: 
“T suggest to my friends that they do as I 
did; keep away from the white house. 
The idea that the president of the United 
States overreached the old politicians, who 
had been through many a campaign; that 
he was *oo sharp for them, and that they 
came away with a different sort of impres- 
sion from the ideas which he had is ab- 
gurd. And then, when the president wants 
to clear the atmosphere and tell the 
democratic masses just what the bill ts 
and what he wants it to be, they say that 
they were overreached by this ambitious 
president.” (Laughter.) 

Coming again to the question of the 
proposed duties on coal and iron ore, Mr. 
Hill said that it had been suggested by 
Mr. Gorman that there were some great 
interests somewhere demanding free coal 
and free iron ore. He (Mr. Hill) did not 


‘know where those interests were, and he 


presented a petition of citizens of Balti- 
more asking for free iron ore. He did not 
know what interests were seeking for free 
coal. He had yet to hear any senator sug- 
gests that the president of the United 
States in making these recommendations 
had desired to subserve the interests of 
any monopoly or of any individual. He 
believed that the president had made these 
recommendations because they were for the 
best interests of the country. 
Mr. Hill Evades. 

Mr. Gorman asked Mr. Hill whether if 
the senate would recede from every amend- 
ment which it had placed on the house Dill 
and would let that bill stand, with free 
sugar, free coal, free iron ore and free 
wool he would still vote for the Wilson 
bill. 

“] will cross that bridge when I come 
to it,’’ Mr. Hill replied, and his answer 
was greeted with contemptuous laughter on 
the part of the many democratic senators, 
And he added—taking no notice of this 
manifestation: “The senator from Mary- 
land has said that the president would not 
recede, and the is pretty safe, of course, in 
making the bluff which he makes now.” 

“Do not let him bluff you,’’ said Mr. 
Gray without rising. 

“T do not think I will,””’ Mr. Hill said. 

“Call him,” Mr. Gray suggested, amid 
laughter. 

“The senator from Delaware,’’ Mr. Hill 
remarked, “is more used to those figures of 
speech than I am. I suggest to the senator 
from Maryland to try me; remove the duty 
on these raw materials; make sugar free; 
take off the one-eighth of a cent a pound 
differential; relieve this bill from’ the 
suspicion and scandal attached to it; place 
all these articles on the free list, and then 
I will talk with you about how you vote 
and I vote.’’ (Laughter and applause.) 

Then Mr. Hill recalled the fact that Mr. 
Gorman had referred to him yesterday as 
playing the role of Iago, and he said that 
that reference to Shakespeare reminded him 
of the great senatorial conspiracy of many 
centruies ago when a senasational cabal 
compassed the death of a great Roman 
emperor. 

The New Cast of Julius Caesar. 

If he (Mr. Hill) were disposed to make 
comparisons he might speak of the distin- 
guished senator from Maryland as “the 
lean and hungry Cassius.”’ (Laughter.) 
Senators would recollect that Caesar said 
of him, “He thinks too much. Such men 
are dangerous.” (Laughter.) And he 
might speak of the senator from Arkansas, 
Mr. Jones, as Marcus Brutus, ‘“Honest’’ 
Brutus. Here he paid a compliment to 
Senator Jones for his wonderful patience 
and sagacity in the management of the 
bill, and said that that senator had won 
the esteem and respect of his countrymen 
everywhere and 60 he would call him 
‘Honest Brutus.” 

“Cassius,”’ said he with malicious tone 
and look, “I have already referred to. 
(Loud laughter.) Then there was Casca— 
envious Casca’’ (meaning Vest), who struck 
the first blow. Trebonius represented the 
senator from Indiana (Mr. Voorhees) and 
Cinna, the distinguished senator from Ten- 
nessee (Mr. Harris). 

“Mr. President,” he continued, “when 
yesterday they struck at our president and 
sought to strike him down they made the 
game plea which the conspirators of old 
made—‘not that they loved Caesar less, 
but that they loved Rome more.’ Not that 
they loved Cleveland less, but that they 
loved their party and the public more.’ 
And I can say, with Mare Antony, ‘what 
private griefs they have, alas, I know not. 
They are all wise and honorable men.’ ” 

With this application of Shakespeare’s 
play of “Julius Caesar to the attack on 
President Cleveland, Mr. Hill closed his 
speech, resuming his seat amid acclama- 
tions of applause. 

Mr. Caffery followed with a motion to 
instruct the senate conferees to insert in 
the sugar schedule a provision to pay to the 
sugar producers of the United States for 
1894 a bounty of nine-tenths of a cent @ 
pound on sugar testing not less than ninety 
degrees by the polariscope, and of eight- 
tenths of a cent for sugar testing not less 
than eighty degrees. He began his speech 
by defending the president in connection 
with the Wilson letter and declared that 
there was nothng in that letter which the 
president was not perfectly justified in say- 
ing, and nothing in it that assailed, in the 
slightest degree, the honor of the senate 
or of any senator. 

Without closing his speech Mr. Caffery 
gave way to a motion to adjourn—so that 
the democratic senators might hold a cau- 
cus—and then at 3:06 o’clock p. m., the 
senate adjourned until tomorrow at noon. 


LOST IN THE ICE. 


Sailors Believe That Wellman and 
His Companions Have Perished. 
London, July 24.—Carl BSiewers writes to 
The Standard that he is in receipt of ad- 
vices from. Norway that. leave little doubt 
that the Wellman arctic expedition is lost, 
Experienced saliors just returned from 
Spitzbergen say they are of the same 
opinion and Colonel Fielding, who accom- 
panied Captain Nares’s expedition, in 1875,

The Pall Mall Gazette is in receipt of 
similar advices from Tromso, Norway, all 
confirming the general belief in the fate 
of the expedition. Arctic sailors say that 
the floe of pack ice in the arctic seas this 
summer has been so plentiful and dense 
that no vessel could live after being caught 
in it. They are unanimously of the opin- 
ion that the Ragn Vald Jarl has been 
crushed in the ice and believe that the 
chance of any of the members of the ex- 
pedition having been saved,-is very remote, 
Even if they managed to get on an ice 
floe they would be in a dangerous position,

Washington, July 24.—A few minutes after 
3 o’clock this afternoon, almost immediately 
after the senate adjourned, the democratic 
senators went into caucus for the purpose 
of formulaging a programme in regard to 
the disposal of the tariff bill, For three 
hours the discussion continued, and at that 
time, without having reached any conclu- 
sion, an adjournment was taken until to- 
morrow at the same hour. : 

Three members of the democratic party 

were conspicuous by their absence from this 
conference, These men were Senators Hill, 
Murphy and Irby, two of whom have been 
said to be ready to vote against the bill 
in certain emergencies, and one, Senator 
Hill, who has time and again declared his 
opposition to the bill so long as the income 
tax remains a part of it. Every other sen- 
ator in the city was present except Messrs. 
Voorhees and Daniels, but their absence 
was due to illness. Mr. Hill was not noti- 
fied officially of the caucus until just a 
few minutes before adjournment of the sen- 
ate. He was then notified in the cloakroom 
by Senator Gorman and requested to be 
present. Senator Hill frankly told the chair- 
man of the caucus that inasmuch as he was 
opposed to the bill and would do all he could 
to defeat it, as long as the party saw fit 
to keep the income tax in it, he did not 
believe he ought to participate in. a confer- 
ence that had for its object the passage 
of the measure and the settlement of party 
quarrels. 
* For that reason Senator Hil did not at- 
tend the caucus, and after reading a news- 
paper in the cloakroom, with Mr. Kyle, 
the populist, as his sole companion, he 
shortly left the chamber and went to his 
hotel. 

Neither Senator Murphy nor Senator Ir- 
by went to the caucus, and their absence 
caused some remark. Mr. Millis was in his 
committee room.at the time the confer- 
ence convened, but, on being notified, went 
to the marbler room, but frequently left it 
and wandered about the corridors. ! 

Standing by Their Bill. 

The discussion partook of the nature of 
conversation more than of speech-making, 
although there were some very pertinent 
and emphatic observations indulged in. 

Soon after the caucus convened, Mr. Jar- 
vis, of North Carolina, offered a resolution 
that the bill be sent back to conference 
without instructions of any sort to the con- 
ferees, and upon that resolution all of the 
discussion was based. The conservatives— 
so-called—the men iwho formulated the 
present bill—did none of the talking, but 
One of the senators said, after the caucus 
was over. that those who did talk, and 
there were few who did not, were as zeal- 
ous in their advocacy of the senate bil as 
any member of the conservatives could be 
and insisted as strenuously that the sen- 
ate bill should prevail. 

Vilas Is a Lone Fisherman, 

Almost all of the debate and crossfire be- 


tween senators was directed at Mr. Vilas im 


an effort to induce him to withdraw his 
motion to strike out the differential on 
Mr. Vilas did not indicate 
to the caucus just what he would do in 
this connection, but made a plea for the 
admission, saying that in view of the strong 
letter the president had written there

He went further and warned the caucus 

that unless this was aone he and his col- 

league would vote against the bill. 
Smith’s Plain Talk. 

This sugar talk had gone this far, when 
Mr. Smith, of New Jersey, took the floor 
and made a short but very effective speech, 
in which he notified the caucus that if the 
differential rate was disturbed—a rate 
which the said had been promised and 
agreed upon in caucus—then there would be 
forthcoming the necessary democratic votes 
to indefinitely postpone the conference re- 
port, and he assured his colleagues that 
these votes would be had at the proper 
time if such a disturbance of the agreed- 
upon schedules was attempted. 

The result of all the sugar discussion was 
that the caucus did not get a very clear 
idea of how Mr. Vilas was going to con- 
duct himself, although: it said after. ad- 
journment that he would probably yield 
to the judgment of his colleagues and per 
mit his motion to be withdrawn. 

Pugh Serves Notice. 

Coal and iron ore proved to be as in- 
teresting a subject for others of the south- 
ern men aS was sugar. Not much was said 
on this subject, but what was said was 
emphatic and certain. 

Mr. Pugh, of Alabama, in a short speech 
told his colleagues that neither of those 
articles must be touched. The previous 
caucus had agreed to leave them on the 
dutiable list and had fixed the rate, and 
that agreement, he said, must not be vio- 
lated. if it was and the senate conferees 
receded from the senate amendments on 
these items, he warned the senators that 
neither hé nor his colleague would support 
the bill, and he likewise assured them 
that there were other senators who stood 
ready to vote in the same way. inasmuch 
as these three items, coal, iron ore and 
sugar were the three chief items of dis- 
agreement, nothing else was discussed in 
detail.

A Supreme Court Judge Gives an Im- 
portant Dispensary Decision. 


Columbia, S. C.. July 24.—(Special.)—Ha- 
bcas corpus proceedings were brought he- 
fore Supreme Justice Pope, formerly at- 
tciney general under Tillman, today in a 
cease of the state against Silver, of Orange- 
burg, charged with violating the dispensary 
law in June last.

The 
charge was preferred by James W. Mclin- 
tyre, county registrar, who was registrar 
of voters beiore the new registration law 
went into effect. He charges that Voolan 
is guilty of publishing a false and malicious 
statement in The Daily Disptch to the 
effect that he, McIntyre, while registrar 
under the old law, knowingly registered 
voters who had not paid their taxes, which 
was in clear violation of the law. McIntyre 
says he has a sure case. Doolan claims 
that he can prove the truth of the asser- 
tion made.

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A FREE COINAGE RESOLUTION 


Introduced in the House by Mr. Ta}. 
bert, of South Carolina. 


Washington, July 24.—The committee on~ 
rules gave today’s session to the COM mMittee 
on public lands and in two and a hal 
hours Mr. McRae, chairman, succeeded in 
having passed fourteen bills reported from 
his committee. Two of these were of par- 
ticular importance, one providing for a wets 
tlement of the claims by and against ‘the 
State of Arkansas and the United Stato 
and the other providing for the separatior 
of the mineral lands in the Northern Pacifig’ 
grant in Idaho and Montana and granting 
patents to the settlers thereon. 

The bill which came over from Satyr. 
day and yesterday as unfinished business, 
Was pagsed, directing the reemployment 
as fast as vacancies occurred, of the rajj. 
way postal clerks who were discharged be 
tween March 18th and May 1. 1889. 

An hour of the session was spent in an 
unavailing effort to consider the bill d- 
recting the payment to West Virginia 
of the amount of direct tam collected from 
it irrespective of claims by the federaj 
government against the state. 

Mr. Talbert, of South Carolina, introduce. 
ed the following resolution: 

“Resolved, That the committee on coin. 
age, weights and measures, be requested 
to bring in at once a bill for the free cup.

Many of the oldest inhabitants of Mil- 
ledgeville remember with melancholy sat- 
isfaction the career of the gallant Doles. 
whose sword was unsheathed at his coun- 
try’s call, stained from necessity, and 
Sheathed when he fell in the gloom and 
glory of death and victory. 
As dashing captain of the Baldwin Blues 
his service was offered to the confederacy 
when the invaders aroused the south to 
arms. He was rapidly promoted, winning 
laurels for southern arms wherever his shin- 
ing. sword led, until that sad June day, 
when he was brought back home wrapped 
about in the old flag he followed to @ ath, 
to be laid to rest in the land he loved. The 
funeral ceremonies wen, the most imposing 
ever witnessed in Milledgeville. Phil Cook 
succeeded him as commandr of the Fourth 
Georgia. 
General Doles’s distinguishing characteris- 
tic was excessive modesty. He cared noth- 
ing’ for the entitlenmysnts of an office, pre- 
ferring always to be addressed as Mr. Doles, 
or plain George Doles. 
The Milledgeville Southern Recorder, of 
1863, contains a refiirence to Generul Doles 
which is significant of the extreme modesty 
of the man: 
‘““Then. are severa! varieties of the commod- 
ity known es modesty, and th: kind which 
we most admire was exhibited a few days 
ago in Augusta, Ga. A cadet from 
some command in South Carolina, and Gen- 
eral George Doles happined to stop at the 
same hotel, and, as the cadet was ahead, 
-he very pompously and with any quantity 


of the show-off in his demean- 
or, stepped up to the regis- 
ter and wrote in a bold hand, ‘Cadet 


——, «s P. A, C. 8S. Wee XR OY. Z., and sever- 
ai affixes, and then resigned the: pen to 
General Doles, who entered his name as 
‘George Dok s, Milledgeville, Ga.’ This, as 
we said, is the kind of modesty that we ad- 
mire and commend to those of our friends 
who may wish to cultivate so shining a vir- 
tue.”’

The South rn Recorder, of June 14, 1864, 
publishes a sketch of Ceneral!

“The announcement of the death of 
Brigadier General George Pierce Doles, of 
Georgia, will be received with universai re- 
gzret, and will produce among the people 
of his native state a profound sensation 
of grief.

an@ with Doles at the head, a charge was 
made, resulting in a complete rout of the 
enemy and a terrible loss of men. 

“A writer, speaking of the regiment dur- 
ing this day’s fight, said, ‘the Fourth Geor- 
gia fought like devils.’ At Malvern Hill, 
led on by Doles, the regiment again made a 
splendid charge, but from the loss of men 
“nd want of support, the assault failed. In 
the charge Colonel Doles was so disabled 
by a shell that he had to retire to the 
rear after the fight. 

“On the .Ist day of November, 1862, he 
was promoted to brigadier general, since 
which time he has been identified with, 
and has borne a conspicuous part in all 
the battles of Lee’s army. He rendered 
signal and splendid service at Sharpsburg, 
Gettysburg and Chancellorsville, always 
attracting plaudits by his soldierly b®aring 
2 ON field and challenging the admiration 
of all. 

‘‘He fell while the elements of death were 
raging «ound him. With a determination 
to recover a temporary advantage obtained 
by the enemy, he rushed to the front, like 
a lion rendered desperate by the blood and 
carnage surrounding, threw his slender bri- 
gade against the foe, and fell, as his de- 
voted companions drove the yelling enemy 
back. Thus, while ‘illustrating’ his native 
state, and while displaying the highest and 
noblest attributes of the human _soul, he 
fell in the moment of victory. Such a death, 
at such a moment, is all that a true soldier 
can desire.”

The monument which will be unveiled in 
Milledgeville tomorrow at 5 o’clock 
p. m., in the presence of the Fourth Geor- 
gia regiment and scores of old veterans 
from every quarter of the state is chast 
and elegant in design, chiseled from dia- 
mond blue Georgia granite and will stand 
five feet and ;:leven inches high. The name 
**Doles,’’ on the second base, is in square- 
cut, raised letters, three-quarters of an 
inch in relief. Upon thi: molded cap lies in 
granite, partly supported in its position by 
a pyramid of three grape shot, the coun- 
terpart of a sheathed sword which General 
Doles carried when killod. ? 

The monument is to be placed in the 
Doles square and will extend half across 
the grave of General Doles and just touch 
the graves of his wife and daughter. 

The followini; are the inscriptions: 

West side—‘‘lirected by his old comrades 
of the Fourth regiment of Georgit volun- 
teers, in honor of Brigadier General George 
Doles; killed in battle at Coid Harbor, Va., 
June the 2, 1864. Covered with earth’s fade- 
icss laurels, he Hes sleeping upon this sa- 
cred spot, where love is keeping his hon- 
ored dust.”’ 

South side—‘‘Minnie, daughter of General 
George Doles, and his wife, Sarah.” 

North sid:-—‘‘Sarah,wife of General George 


Doles.’’ 
East side—“Captain of the Baldwin Blues, 
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who knew him best and loved him most, 
will the grief be deeper and more enduring. 
The-old and young, the brave and timid, 
the rough and gentle, have been swept 
away by the storm of battle—thousands of 
the purest hearts and bravest spirits of the 
south have passed from life to death in 
the defense of home. and country; but, 
among the heroic dead, sleeps not a nobler 
or purer spirit than his of whom we write. 
“Pierced through the left breast by a 
minie ball, he fell on the batilefield near 
Cold Harbor, June 2, 1864, in the full vigor 
of mind and body. General Doles was, we 
believe, a. native of Baldwin county, state 
of Georgia, and, at the time of his death, 
about forty years of age. By nature, he 
was gentle, kind, forgiving, charitable and 
brave—a devoted husband and father and 
a steadfast friend. Although modest to an 
extreme, he was resolute and unflinching. 
He was 2 solider by taste, inclination and 
self-education. Although not a graduate of 
any military institution, General Doles was 
familiar with every arm of the service, 
and so extensve and varied was this in- 
ermation that the principles and details 
of every branch of the profession were 
clearly and practically understood by him. 
“At the commencement of hostilties he 
was in command, as captain, of the ‘Bald- 
win -Blues,’ one of the oidest. and best 
drilled volunteer companies in the state of 
Georgia. This splendid company he had , 
the honor to carry into the serivce, and, 
with it, to organize the Fourth regiment 
of Georgia volunteers. In May, 1861, at 
Gosport navy yard, Virginia, he was elected 
colonel. of the regiment and entered at 
once upon the discharge of his duties. By 
his genial disposition, polite manners, strict 
discipline and prompt obedience to orders, 
he won the admiration of inferiors as 
well as superiors, of citizens as well as 
soldiers. e excellent character of the 
regiment, sustained, as it was, by intelli- 
gent ar. lished southern youths, under 
his administration acquired a permanence 
and splendor sate will not be forgotten by 
the ,eople of * ansemond county, where it 
was stationed for a period of twelve 
months.

A Conservative Statement from a Rep- 
resentative Atlanta Workingman. 


Editor Constitution: Apropos of the recent 
Strikes and disturbances whic have caused 
so much exp-nse to the government, besides 
paralyzing commerce, and costing .millions 
of dollars’ loss to the people of this great 
nation and untold suffering and want to 
thousands cf people, a great many of 
wkom ere innocent of participation in the 
incidents leading thereto, I trust it will not 


seem out of place or taste to express one’s 
views through your columns as to the cause 
of this troubie, in the hope that if my views 
do not prove beneficial to some in the solu- 
tion of the gnzat problem, “labor and capi- 
tal,” which is agitating the public minds 
from ocean to ocean and from the North 
pole to the South pole, it may at least bring 
out the views of @ more capable and ex- 
periconced writer and the pubiic mind may 
be enlightened thereby. 

Recurring to the terrible experiences of 
Chicago for the past few wieks, in which 
valuable property was destroyed by the 
torch of the incendiary, business stagnated 
and much blood spilled, besides the fact of 
u great city being thrown at the mercy of a 
frenzied populace, insane with the idea that 
they were being deprived of liberties and 
rights which should bj: respected, it is very 
evident to an observer that there must be 
a@ cause or reason under the surface with 
which the public is unacquainted, the 
justice of which should bh; open for criti- 
cism. Labor organizations are an essential- 
ity, or oherwise the toilers of this country 
would have no protection against the re- 
lentless representativ:s of capital, which 
would grind them down to mere serfs or 
sycophants, with salaries a mere pittance, 
witn which to feed the family dependent 
upon them for bread. Such is the view of 
the laborer ‘and the correctness of his idea 
cannot be questioned when viewed from an 
impartial standpoint; but in this case as 
weil as many others, there are two sides to 
the question. If organized labor would only 
demand what they are entiti-d to at the 
hands of capital they would always have 
the sympatry and co-operation of a justice- 
loving public, and on tne ground that pub- 
lic opinion, when once thoroughly estab- 
lisheu, governs all things, and with further 
“vidence that public opinion as surely seeks 
for facts as water seeks its level, it may be 
concluded that they would always be suc- 
cessful in the attainment of their rights, 
but such is not always th case. The old 
adage: ‘If given an inch, you will demand 
an ell’ is frequently applicable with re- 
gard to the demands of labor, and there’s 
the rub. Capital is sensitiv)» and not willing 
to be dictated to as to the method or man- 
ner in which it shall conduct its business, 
and the justice of its position, will not be 
questioned by an impartial public. 

You would have the n-lative position (as 
I see it) of both labor and capital, and while 
at a glance, or not understanding both 
sides of the question, you would likely have 
convictions and give expression to thi'm, as 
to the justice of either; if the whole situ- 
ation was presented to you you might de- 
cide the merits of the case demanded a 
change of base or opinion; thus it has been, 
and thus it will continue to be, in my judg- 
ment, as long as the laboring men of this 
country persist in demanding at the hands 
of capital numbers and numbers of con- 
cessions which go clearly beyond the pale 
of reason, and therefore will not bear the 
torchlight of investigation, but are so com- 
pheated and num)rous as to puzzle not only 
the minds of outsiders but also their own 
mii.is, which is evidenced by the fact of 
their freauent discussion in their divison 
halls or places of meetng, as to thi» correct 
interpretation of such and such _ clauses in 
the contract. Having served both as a 
subordinate and in an official capacity for 
railway companies, and having been in 
sympathy with each, alternately, as the 
merits of their cause or complaint justified, 
I feel that I am able to give, as I have en- 
deavored to do in the for-gaing lines, an 
impartial view of the case, and as I have 
required so much of your space to present 
the case as I se> it, I believe J am justified 
in asserting there is too much complication 
and paraphernalia connected with the con- 
tract system, or relationship existing be- 
twein the two (labor and capital) and in the 
interest of reason and in the interest of 
whichever side may be right tne whole mat- 
ter ought to be simplifi-d down to a ques- 
tion of dollars and cents, and the question 
of how much money for so much work 
should form the whole basis for settlement, 
and consequently be the only question at 
iseue between capital and labor. 

Then, whenever an agreement could not 
be reached betwren employer and employe, 
the public could easily determine who was 
right and who was wrong; and,as I have said 
before, settle the rmiatter at issue, as it 
ceettles all others when once thoroughly

To the Board of County Commissioners: 
It is difficult to estimate the value of good 
ccuntry roads, both to the sections tarougn 
which they pass and to the cities to which 
they lead.

SCORES THE HUSBAND UNMERGIFULLY 


Says He Is a Brute and Absolutely Un- 
 bearable— Miss Dressler Has Had ~

The democratic state convention meets 
on the 2d of August, and the railroads

Would The Charleston News 
and Courier print un authorized Tillman 
paper from its presses, or would The 
Montgomery Advertiser send out daily 
from its pressroom condemnation, vitu- 
reration and attack on Colonel Oates 
and the democratic party in Alabama? 
Does a few dollars justify such a pro- 
ceeding? Was Judas justified in betray- 
ing the Savior for the paltry pittance in 
silver which induced him to make the 
heinous delivery? Is principle to be 
bartered for money? Is conscience to 
be sold? Is the democratic party and 
the principles for which it contends 
above price, or is the old saying that 
every man has his price true? 

As for The Constitution the contract 
which The Journal took was refused by 
this paper before it was offered to The 
Journal, We did not take it, notwith- 
Standing the fact that the two presses 
of The Constitution are idle every af- 
ternoom when the populist organ is 
being published by The Journal. We 
did not think it right to do so, and 
promptly refused the contract, though 
we have been willing to concede to Mr. 
Watson, and to his distinguished and 
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But we sympathize with the readers’ 


of The Courier-Journal, all the same. 
They want their home paper to make a 
vigorous warfare against the currency 
contractionists, but since it has tied 
itself to Mr. Carlisle in his new role, 
this is an impossibility, The business 
office controls the situation, and the edi- 
torial department, against its better 
judgment, finds itself compelled to fol- 
low the lead of the gold standard ad- 
vocates. 

The Courier-Journal has - missed a 
great opportunity, It would have nobly 
rounded out its past record as a demo- 
cratic newspaper if it had remained 
loyal to the platform, and had sided 
with the people in their efforts to ob- 
tain financial relief. But this was not 
to be. Editor Watterson gradually be- 
comes a diminishing factor, and the 


business office looms up and overshad- 


ows everything with its potential in- 
fluence. Other newspapers have been 
afflicted in the same way, and they have 
finally suffered a loss of influence and 
patronage. The people have a prejudice 
against business office -journalism. 


An Inevitable Result. 

Last Monday a further decline in cot- 
ton and wheat surprised people who 
thought that those staples had touched 
bottom and could not go any lower. 
Cotton went lower than it has been 
this season at any time, and wheat drop- 
ped to the lowest price ever known in 
our history, 

This result might have been expected, 
and it was expected by all who are 
familiar with the operation of the sin- 
gle gold standard. We have no right to 
look for any change in the workings of 
monometallism when the experiment is 
fully tested in this country. We are 
traveling ihe same road that HNngland 
had to travel when she adopted the gold 
standard, and the same evils that fol- 
lowed it in that country will oppress us 
here, and we are having a taste of 
them now. 

At the close of the Napoleonic wars 
England had a paper currency, and 
was in very much the ‘same situation 
that we were in after our civil war. Her 
statesmen forced the resumption of 
specie payments and adopted the single 
gold standard. Numerous historians

ATLANTA TOOK THE PALM. 


Mayor Hemphill’s Reply and What It 
| Accomplished. 
From The Somerset, Ky. Reporter. 

Some of the best journalism of the United 
States is now discussing with much vigor 
the subject of well governed towns and 
cities. The demagoguery of introducing 
national politics in town issues is pointed 
out. There is plain sense in that. A town 
government needs business in its adminis- 
tration more than politics. An issue of 
national politics, ably discussed by city offi- 
cials and street corner statesmen, does not 
clean streets, suppress nuisances, or promote 
the business interests of the community. 

In Germany today, probably of all coun- 
tries in the world, town and city govern- 
ment has the best models. Through econo- 
my and g00d judgment in money 
expended by the city officers, as ser- 
vants of the people, and not self-heelers, 
the taxpayer gets more in return for city 
taxes paid than any country in the world. 

Just as the aspirants for positions in the 
civil service of the United States govern- 
ment today are required to pass examination 
as to their qualification for discharge of 
duties, so the mayor and officials of the 
German town and city are tested, without 
reference to politics, as to their ability and 
qualification to discharge municipal duties, 
Those who are expected to compete for 
such matters are as far removed from po- 
litical tests as that of the school teachers 
in this country. The only test is, ‘is he 
honest, moral and capable?’ 

Probably no city in the United States— 
certainly not in the south—has had more 
solid and rapid advancement in the past 
ten years than the city of Atlanta, Ga. 
In ten years past its population has ad- 
vanced from 66,000 to over 100,000 today. 
There has been among others one vital rea- 
son for it. It has been that no man of 
any political party has been successful in 
his own party or any other in being elected 
to city office unless he had record and ca- 
pacity. The first question has been, not 
democrat or republican, but is he the man 
to represent and promote the best interests 
of the city of Atlanta? 

A practical illustration: Four years ago, 
when the high sounding rattle of the fes- 
tive boom was in the air, a gentleman de- 
sired to make secure and satisfactory in- 
vestments. He wrote to the mayors of ten 
leading cities of the south and west. Wild 
cat boom towns were not put on the list. 
Many of them were confidently urged by

t | SHE TELLS OF HER VISIT TO ATLANTA 


‘Kilpatrick Got Booszy, She Says,and Pas- 


sengers Thought He Was Trying to 
Kiss Her—Calls Herself a Lamb. 


Wag begun in Atlanta five weeks ago by 
the arrest of Professor J. J. Kilpatrick, 
charged with attempting to lure Miss Car- 


nature. 

Miss Hyde has returned home, and with 
the courage which she displuyed during the 
ordeal through which she passed in Atlan- 
ta, hag taken her old place in the social 
circles of that town, and is now engaged in 
circulating a petition among her former 
students, testifying to her exemplary con- 
duct as a lady and as a teacher. 

Not so with the faint-hearted Professor 
Kilpatrick. He reached Bufaula a few days 
after Miss Hyde returned, and has scarce- 
ly been seen by the people of that city. 
He keeps himself close within hig home, 
and has not been seen in the business 
part of the city. He was seen once to g0 
to the public school building, which is but 
a short distance from his home. He bas 
not spoken to but two Eufaula gentlemen 
since returning, and it is not known what 
plans he has made for the future. 

Miss Hyde is frequently seen on the 
streets. Some time since she wrote a live- 
ly card for the Eufaula paper, in which she 
inferentially scored Major Shorter, one of 
the most prominent citizens of the state, 
It was Major Shorter who was on the 
train that brought Professor Kilpatrick and 
Miss Hyde to Atlanta, and noticing the 
actions of the professor, he notified the 
conductor. It was through his efforts that 
the police were notified. 

Miss Hyde's card, referring to him by 
implication, as a wolf bearing down upon 
an unsuspecting lamb, created a sensation 
in Alabama, and brought forth the com- 
ment from a Eufaula paper, characteriz- 
ing her communication ag an assault up- 
on one of Alabama's purest gentlemen. 

This newspaper stricture called forth 
another card from Miss Hyde, as lively as 
the first. This second card she sent to 
The Constitution. It wag received by yes- 
terday’s mail and makes highly interesting 
reading. The first card, published in the 
Eufaula paper explains her Atlanta trip, 
and is as follows: 

“After seeing Kilpatrick in Sharp's store 
that morning I went immediately to the 
depot without giving him any information 
concerning me. I did not speak to him 
about going to the chautauqua. [ met 
him on the train, Both of us were going 
to Atlanta. He offered his services. He 
left the car at Smithville, returned in a 
short while and fell in a stupor. When he 
awoke he sat by me. His mind seemed 
to be wandering. He would snatch at my 
hand and throw his arms about promis- 
cuously. I remonstrated, but it did no 
good, He leaned over to speak to me, The 
rocking of the train brought his head so 
near mine that I hear some say he kissed 
me two or three times, or attempted to do 
so. Before reaching Macon he went into 
the rear car. I did not know where he 
was, When we changed cars the conductor 
said Kilpatrick was sleeping in the other 
coach and he would awaken him. When 
he came in he was offended with me for, 
as he said, trying to slip off and leave him. 
I yould not reason with him so I got up 
and changed my seat. He apologized just 
before we reached Atlanta.’”’ | 

She then reiterated what took place in 
Atlanta. The closing paragraphs, supposed 
ta refer to Shorter, are as follows: 

“The reports that have come back to 
Eufaula tend to prove that although many 
wolves may be wandering about in sheep’s 
clothing, the.animal cannot long conceal 
its real nature. When a deadly enemy 
lurks under the guise of friendship woe 


unto the unsuspecting one against whom 
his poisoned darts are aimed. 

“Allow me a short parable: ‘He that 
hath ears to hear let him hear.’ One day 


a wolf saw a little sheep that had crossed 
a little stream and wandered off a little 
way from the fold, Hastily disguising 
himself as a sheep he approached and 
said: ‘My little lamb, it was dangerous 
to cross that little stream, but you have 
done no wrong and if you will accept my 
services I will protect and save you at all 
hazards.’ The lamb replied: ‘I had thought 
I could take care of myself, but I thank 
you for your kindness, which I will be glad 
to accept.’ After reaching a dangerous 
place the wolf would-be sheep took his de- 
parture only to return again with a pack 
of wolves at his heels, They inflicted every 
torture possible but, strange to say, left 
it alive and still a lamb, ‘

The break was 
qdue to the announcement from Chicago 
that the common council, by a large voe, 
had passed the ordinance over the mayor's 
weto wranting the Universal Gas Company 
e charter. Officers of the Chicago Gas 
Company here took a philosophical view of 
the matter and said the. granting of the 
franchise would saye the company several 
hundred thousand dollars per annum, as 
wmnder the contract which: has -just been 
annulled by the city the company had to 
pay a certain percentage of its gross re- 


ceipts. They also expressed doubts as to 


the likelihood of capitalists outside of Chi- 
cago putting up a $30,000,000 plant to furnish 
gas at 9 cents per thousand. After the 
selling abated the stock rose to 74% and 
closed at 745%, a loss of 4% per cent for the 
day. Sugar was far less active than on 
yesterday, but still it figured for 67,400 
shares in a grand total of 122,773 shares. It 
advanced % at the opening to 105%, fell to 
804%, rose to 105% and in the late trading 
declined to 10344. Washington news still 
governs the fluctuations in the stock, and 
the bulls claim to be as confident as ever 
that the trust will get all the protection it 
needs. They are not sure, however, of the 
form the protection will take.

A Man Whe Killed a Farmer Five

decree, yet where the concluding words 
of the premises were: ‘“Then, if the saii 


children,”’ the effect of the deel as a 
whole, construing all its language togeth- 
er, was to create an estate in the donee 
for his life only, with remainder in fee to 
his children. The same construction is ap- 
plicable to a like deed in which the con- 
cluding views of the premises were: ‘‘Re- 
serving the vse myself during my life, 
and if the said (donee) should die, to go 
to the children,” the donee in each instance 
having little children at the date of the 
gift, and it being admitted that these 
children were the persons referred to by 
the donor. As it is evident that each of 
the deeds was drawn by an unskilled per- 
son, there is no probability that the com- 
prehensive technical language employed 
was used in its technical sense; and al- 
though, if interpreted in that sense, the 
words of the deed would be repugnant, it 
is manifest that there was no repuenancy 
in the intention, the purpose being tha. the 
donee’s children should succeed to his es- 
tate, and not that his heirs at law should 
take ** by inheritance. If this was not 
the incention, there could be no rational 
object in mentioning the children or pro- 
viding for them to teke at all. 

Judgement reversed.

1. A company receiving a telegraphic mes- 
sage for transmission, and a connecting 
company whose agent at the point of des- 
tination failed to deliver it with due di’i- 
gerce, cannot be joined in the same ac- 
tion for the statutory penalty, the action 
being brought for the alleged default of 
each severally, and no joint default or joint 
conduct of the buSiness of telegraphing 
by the defendants being alleged. 

2. A declaration agafnst a_i telegraph 
company for the statutory penalty, which 
alleges that the message delivered to the 
company for transmission was never trans- 
mitted. mav be amended by striking out 
everything which follows in. the declaration 
which is inconsistent therewith, and by 
introducing new matter which is consis- 
tent and which merely amplifies this allega- 
tion; and if the ‘declaration, after being 
thus amended, is consistent and sets forth 
a cause of action under the statute, it 
should not be dismissed og general de- 
murrer. 

Lumpkin, J., dissenting. Where it plain- 
ly and unmistakably appears from the al- 
legations of the plaintiff's declaration, in 
ap action against a telegraph compaiuy 
for the statutory penalty, that the gist 
of the action was that'the company failed 
to transmit correctly the messaze delivered 
to it, although the declaration did allege 
that the message ‘‘was never transmitted,”’ 
yet, it being perfectly obvious from the 
other allegations therein that the pleader 
meant by the words quoted merely to al- 
lege that the message was incorrectly 
transmitted, it is not allowable by striking 
out.these latter allegations, or otherwise 
amending the declaration, to make it aver 
unequivocally that the message was never 
in fact transmiited at all. Properly con- 
strued, the original declaration wis based 
on incorrect . transmission only. The 
mar ages. sought to introduce as a basis 
of the action actual non-transmission, 
which makes an entirely new and distinct 
cause of action.

statute provides,” sufficiently charged a 
want of due diligence on the part of the 
defendant. It was, moreover, the right of 
the plaintiff to amend by alleging in terms 
that the company failed to deliver the mes- 
sage “with due diligence.”
